Chairman’s *Remarks At 
Electricity Inquiry 


Mr John Mould, Chairman of the Electricity In- 
quiry Commission, remarked this morning 
that the non-disclosure of the average price of 
fuel to the public “seemed to be a bit unfair 


the consumers.” 


Mr Mould made the remark 
when Mr E, Laufer, Statistician 
of the Ohinao light and Power 
Co, Lid., said to’ the best of his 
knowledge It was at the request

not disclose the price of fucl as 
it was in 10949, 

Earlier, Mr R. P. G. Dennis, 
representing the Hongkong Cat- 
ton Spinners.

—has not yet been marketed 
commercially in New Zealand. 


HOME BREWING 
The Customs Department, 
which collects the beer duty, 
has been asked to define its 
attitude to the dricd wort cx- 
tract. Until the oeast bs added 
the wort has no alcoholic con- 


ject. to duty, 

The brewery trade cstimater 
that before the 1868 budget, 
which doubled the excise duty, 
home-brewing totalled about 
400,000 gallons a year, Today 
the trade believes it {is about 
1,000,000 gullons. 

Output from brewerics has 
slumped from 50,000,000 gallons 
to 42,000,000 gallons, 

The big increase in home- 
brewing, which is not taxed, 
ard a fall-off in’ the demand for 
brewery-taxed beer, has caused 
concern in revenue circles. 

A rallon of draught beer 
costs the public, 18s 6d of 
which more than half is for 
excisn and gales tax, The 
trade generally Js hopeful 
that there will be early 
Government action to remave 
all, or part of the added tax 
burden, 

Without tax, the dried-wort 
home-brew would cost less than 
one shilling a bottle. 

This should appeal tremen- 
dously aven ‘to the New 
Zealanders who are firmly 
wedded to the home-brew craze. 


POWERFUL 

Home-brow, according to ithe 
mathematically minded, costs 
tpproximately eixpence to ten- 
pence a bottle or more, depend- 

ing, on the “extras” Included, 
' ut some of the resultant con- 
| coctions are pretty fearful. They 
are, almost without exception, 
;much more powerful = than 
brewery-brewed deer, but they 
do have the advantage of mostly 
being consumed at home where 
a discreet vell can be drawn over
